While Santa and Mrs. Claus 
made pre-holiday visits to De¬ 
troit Metro Airport this week, 
it was the crush of holiday 
travelers that weighed most on 
the mind of airport and North¬ 
west Airlines staff members. 

Having lived through one of 
the toughest years in the past 
decade or two, workers at the 
airport were hoping that the 
last major holiday of 1998 
would be a winning one for 
their self esteem. 

The Wednesday traffic at 
Metro Airport is expected to 
be one of the heaviest of the 
year - and Jan. 3 (most trav¬ 
elers’ return date) is forseen as 
the matching date for early 
1999. 

Barring any technical or 
weather problems, Metro Air¬ 
port spokesperson Michael 
Conway expects that travelers 
will have a much brighter pic¬ 
ture of using the airport than 
they did this spring or summer. 

Earlier this year Metro Air¬ 
port was beset with labor slow¬ 
downs prior to the devastating 
Northwest Airlines strike. 

Area and regional media 
conducted surveys that gave 
the airport extremely low 
marks for everything from on 
time arrivals, baggage recov¬ 
ery delays and supposedly un¬ 
friendly staff members at both 
Northwest and Metro Airport 
in general. 

New Airport Director David 
Katz took on a number of pro¬ 
jects - particularly during the 
downtime caused by the sum¬ 
mer strike - that he hopes will 
begin the big turn around in 
airport images. 

Katz is hopeful that the im¬ 
proved parking area near 
Davey Terminal, remodeled 
restrooms and the addition of 
airport informational desks 
and personnel will create 
some positive feedback from 
the public after the holiday pe¬ 
riod. 

But Conway reminds trav¬ 
elers that guns -- even toy ones 
- are taboo at the airport. Toy 
guns (even those planned for 
holiday gifts) are not allowed 
on carry on parcels at the air¬ 
port and have caused un¬ 
needed delays, he said. 

Another major holiday 
problem is wrapped gifts, Con¬ 
way said, as often times they 
will have to be unwrapped by 
security personnel causing 
frustrations for both the trav¬ 
elers and airport workers. 

Conway urges travelers to 
wrap the presents after they 
get to their destinations, 
rather than before getting to 
the airport. 

Because of the heavy air¬ 
port traffic and unpredictable 
weather at this time of year, 
Conway urges travelers to stick 
with the two hour early cycle 
during the holidays. 

To help those using the air¬ 
port, a special parking phone 
number featuring live persons 
answering the calls has been 
set up - 1-800- 642-1978. 

In addition up until 
Christmas Eve, Christmas car- 
oleers have been on hand to 
add to the holiday cheer and 
Santa and Mrs. Claus have vis¬ 
ited the Metro area and have 
passed out candy canes to the 
travelers.

One employee’s dream of 
obtaining a bright shiny new 
bicycle for a poor area child 
mushroomed to an amazing 
150 bikes this holiday season, 
as workers at the Romulus En¬ 
gine Plant conducted the most 
successful U.S. Marines “Toys 
for Tots” campaign in its his¬ 
tory. 

The initial dream was 
spawned by hi-lo worker Mark 
Marek the first week of Decem¬ 
ber, as he saw the beginnings- 
of the company employee’s 
Christmas tree decorations 
and the dropping off of early 
gifts in the tree area. 

In past years the employees

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Theme parties are hot, mmym caterer 


If you’re hosting a New 
Year’s Eve party this year, lo¬ 
cal caterer JoAnn Foote, Rose 
Foote’s catering, has some tips 
that are sure to help. 

Themes 

Theme parties are hot, hot, 
hot this year. Not the run-of- 
the mill gathering, these fetes 
offer guest something unusual 
and special to remember. 
Foote said you’re only limited 
by your imagination. Want an 
out-door barbecue? She can do 
that, yes, even in December. 
Hawaiian theme parties are 
particularly popular as winter 
sets in and people daydream 
about sandy beaches and 
balmy air. 

A “Fifties Party,” complete 
with guests in poodle skirts 
and Frankie Valley on the CD 
player is always fun, and as 
“comfort foods” have re¬ 
mained popular since their re- 
cent comeback, menu 
planning will be easier than 
ever. 

Or create a theme around 
your entertainment. Magicians 
can be the perfect addition to 
any party, be it casual and in¬ 
formal or elegant. Psychics 
bring with them a mystical 
flair with a presence all their 
own. And jugglers can be the 
ideal top to a “Big Top” theme. 

Often your caterer can help 
you find entertainment as part 
of their service, or can put you 
in touch with companies who 
can help. 

Menu 

Buffet, or sit-down? This is 
still an ever-pressing question 
for hosts. Foote suggests buffet 
for home parties, especially on 
New Year’s Eve. For starters, 
she said. New Year’s Eve par¬ 
ties start later at night, so 
guests are likely to have al¬ 
ready eaten before the party. 
Second, “It would be almost 
impossible to find a caterer 
who’ll do a sit-down [party] on 
New Year’s Eve.” said Foote. 

This holiday is one of the 
busiest for caterers, so they of¬ 
ten have difficulty finding 
enough staff for labor- 
intensive sit-down dinners. 

But hors d’oeuvres lend 
themselves better to a New 
Year’s Eve party and the possi¬ 
bilities are endless. Foote sug¬ 
gests discussing all choices 
with your caterer, and let the 
professionals get creative. But 
be sure to offer plenty of sub¬ 
stantial foods, especially 
starchy foods which help to 
slow alcohol absorption. 

Services 

Caterers’ services vary 
greatly, and so do their prices, 
but Foote said it is generally 
true that you get what you pay 
for. 

Better and more experi¬ 
enced caterers typically offer 
more complete services, have 
a broader pool of contacts and 
more expertise. They also 
charge more; but in terms of 
headache saving, they can be 
well worth the price differ¬ 
ence.

business is “drop off.” She pre¬ 
pares the food and sets up ac¬ 
cording to the customer’s 
wishes, including tables, 
chaffing dishes, etc. Then she 
drops the food off, and pro¬ 
ceeds to her other engage¬ 
ments. “It’s cheaper for the 
customer,” she said, “And we 
get everything set up so it’s 
carefree.” She said it’s typical 
once the last drop off is made 
for her and her staff to then 
return for a courtesy call each 
of the previous sites. 

Waitstaff, bartenders and 
specialty service providers 
(such as meat carvers) can also 
be provided, but be prepared 
to pay for them. Industry stan¬ 
dard wages are $15 per hour 
for wait and bar staff and $18 
per hour for specialty services. 

Be prepared, too, to pay a 
premium for holiday events. 
While Foote does not charge 
extra for New Year’s Eve par¬ 
ties, some caterers do. 


Round up 

While parties can vary 
greatly in theme, cost and size, 
Foote said the average home 
party is about 40 people. This 
is quite an undertaking and 
Foote offers some final advice 
for making your party a suc¬ 
cess: 

•Be organized. Sure, it’s best 
to start planning well in ad¬ 
vance. But even last-minute 
hosts can be sure to attend to 
every detail. If you’re frazzled 
and stressed, let your caterer 
know. He or she may be able to 
offer advice and bring up is¬ 
sues you never thought of. Of¬ 
ten caterers will arrange for 
floral arrangements, decora¬ 
tions, and the like. Your job is 
be carefully consider the tim¬ 
ing of the event. Be sure you 
give your caterer the right time 
table for the party, and of 
course the right address. If you 
can help by offering direc¬ 
tions, you can be a real 
timesaver to your caterer. By 
helping your caterer avoid 
guesswork and last-minute 
changes, you’ll eliminate the 
risk of chaos at your party. 

•Know what you want. If you 
want the caterer to pay a cour¬ 
tesy call at a specific time, 
specify that ahead of time. If

Like a sleeping giant, West- 
land John Glenn’s basketball 
team may some day awake and 
take its place among the great 
teams in the area. 

Coach Mike Schuette knows 
he has a talented bunch of 
players, who have yet to reach 
their potential on the hard¬ 
wood. 

A victory over arch-rival, 
Wayne Memorial, appeared to 
be the wake-up call that the 
Rockets were waiting for. But, 
Adrian put the frustrated 
Rockets back into the “Loss” 


column 61-57 and Schuette is 
probably wondering, “What 
happened?” 

What did happen was that 
the Westlanders had a horren¬ 
dous night at the free throw 
line where they made only five 
of 13 attempts. And they also 
lost count on the number of 
turnovers the team committed 
against a well-balanced Ad¬ 
rian team. 

“We have players who are 
not playing up to their poten¬ 
tial,” said Schuette, who, for 
the first time in recent years, 
will not take his team to a holi¬ 
day tournament.

Glenn wasted a season high 
from junior Eric Jones who 
pumped in 21 points in the 
losing cause against 
Adrian. 

Adrian worked its way to a 
13-11 lead in the first period, 
then increased their advan¬ 
tage by six (31-25) for two quar¬ 
ters as the Rockets failed to 
find the scoring power to take 
the lead. 

With Jones, joined by Ben 
Harris and Bill Foder provid¬ 
ing the scoring power, Glenn 
closed within a basket in the 
third period but went into the 
fourth period trailing by seven 
(46-39). 


Adrian came out with an 8-0 
run and appeared to have put 
the game out of reach when 
Jones' trey and a Stephan 
Woods’ basket cut Adrian’s 
lead to six. With Jones’ jumper, 
Glenn came within four of 
catching up, 61-57, but Adrian 
managed to thwart the 
Rockets’s final surge. 

Adrian got a superb perfor¬ 
mance from Matt Kohn, who 
walked off the floor with indi¬ 
vidual scoring honors. He had 
24. Glenn, whose record 
dipped to 1-2 on the year, col¬ 
lected double figures from 
Jones who had 21, while Foder 
checked in with 15.

Goins 
closes 
in on 

record

He never played basket¬ 
ball as a freshman or a ju¬ 
nior in high school. 

But he developed into 
one of the best all-around 
basketball players in the 
history of Westland John 
Glenn. 

In fact, some say that they 
have never seen another 
like Tony Goins, who is scor¬ 
ing at a record pace at 
Wayne State University. 

A member of the elite 
All-Area Basketball Club, a 
team selected for the past 35 
years annually by the 
then Associated Newspapers 
and presently Michigan 
Community Newspapers’ 
sport staff, the 6-6 Goins will 
have the Tartar scoring re¬ 
cord before he ends his col¬ 
legiate career. 

“Tony has grown and de¬ 
veloped into a complete 
player as he excels on both 
ends of the court,’ notes 
WSU head coach Ron Ham- 
mye. “He has become an ex¬ 
ceptional team player and 
he know that the success of 
this team depends on how 
well he plays each game.” 

Goins has not disap¬ 
pointed his teammates or 
his coach. 

“On breaking the level, 
Tony has been very lev¬ 
elheaded,” Hammye con¬ 
tinues. “I think this is a 
great achievement for him, 
but I really don’t think he’s 
thought much about it. 

“He is a team player who 
is more concerned on how 
the team is doing rather 
than breaking individual re¬ 
cords.” 

But Goins is on the door¬ 
step of WSU’s records. 

The versatile player has 
currently scored 1482 ca¬ 
reer points and needs only 
131 more to become the Tar¬ 


tars’ all-time leading scorer. 
Currently the record is held 
by former WSU great, Bob 
Solomon who tossed in 1612 
points during the 1970-73 pe¬ 
riod. 

It looks like Goins should 
break the record sometime 
in early January. School of¬ 
ficials have circled Jan. 7 or 
Jan. 14 as the history dates 


in which Goins will be play¬ 
ing home games. 

In addition to his out¬ 
standing individual scoring 
efforts, Goins also is fifth on 
the Tartar chart in career 
field goals (554) and his 
name can be found fourth in 
field goal attempts (1180). 

Goins also has scored in 
double figures in eight of 


WSU’s nine games, and has 
come close to three double¬ 
doubles adding nine re¬ 
bounds once and eight re¬ 
bounds twice. 

In WSU’s nine games, 
Goins has scored 20 or more 
points in six of them, includ¬ 
ing a career high 32 against

Jackson 
posts his 
100th win

Belleville unleashed its 
awesome wrestling power at 
the Plymouth- Canton 
Wrestling Invitational and 
coasted to the team champion¬ 
ship. With the tournament title 
in hand, the Tigers have sent a 
message to the Mega Confer¬ 
ence that they will be a power 
to contend with this season on 
the mats.

Trailing the top two fin¬ 
ishers were, in order, the host, 
Canton (184), Ann Arbor Pi¬ 
oneer (165.5), Allen Park (162), 
New Boston Huron (135), Inks¬ 
ter (124), Ann Arbor Huron 
(97), and Dearborn Heights 
Crestwood (9). 

Individual results were not 
available at press time on 
Monday and the results will 
appear in next week’s edition. 

However, Inkster’s premier 
wrestler, Keith Jackson, 
picked up three victories at 
Canton to soar over the cen¬ 
tury mark. The achievement 
provided him with a Certifi¬ 
cate of Recognition issued by 
the Michigan High School Wres¬ 


tling Coaches Association to 
wrestlers who have 100 or 
more career victories. 

“He is a great competitor,” 
said Inkster coach Sam Ellis, 
of his 171- pound senior grap- 
pler. “At Canton he wrestled 
some outstanding wrestlers.”

Then, in the second round, 
Jackson came across For- 
dson’s Mike Dakhlallah and 
also pinned his opponent in 
2:52. 

It took a little more time in 
the semifinal round, but Jack- 
son did register a fall in 4:55 
over Allen Park’s Ryan Jones.

Even though her grandson is 24 
years old, Jenene Stanfield still 
looks at him with the same love and 
wonder in her eyes as she did when 
he was a baby. 

Her grandson, Jason Hobig, came 
to live with his “Gram” in her Can¬ 
ton apartment more than a year ago. 
And that’s why Stanfield wrote to 
MCN. She wrote to ask for a bed for 
her grandson because he has been 
sleeping on the floor since he 
moved in. Because she is on disabil¬ 
ity assistance and Hobig is receives 
social security for his disability, the 


two have not been able to afford 
much more than the bare necessi¬ 
ties. 

Hobig said his parents have not 
been able to help them, and he has 
not seen his step-father (he does not 
know his biological father) since be¬ 
fore his release from one of several 
institutions. 

His mother, he said, is addicted 
to drugs, and the two have not spo¬ 
ken for more than a year. 

Hobig doesn’t complain, though. 
He said he is happy to be living with 
his grandmother after having stayed 


for five years in several hospitals 
where he has been treated for schiz- 
oeffective disorder, similar to 
schizophrenia. 

“This is the only place I wanted 
to be when I got out,” Hobig said of 
his grandmother’s home. And a year 
and half after his arrival, the two sit 
next to each other on the sofa and 
beam from ear to ear as they tell us 
how happy they are to be together. 

What “Gram” never mentioned, 
however, is that she also has no bed. 
The blankets and pillow on the floor 
in her bedroom spoke loud and 


clear about her selfless love for her 
grandson, though. 

When asked why she did not ask 
for a bed for herself, her reply was, 
“I just wanted something nice for 
Jason.” 

Editors note: MCN wants some¬ 
thing nice for “Gram,” too. She said 
she is grateful for helping her get a bed 
for her grandson. We’d like to show our 
gratitude to her for reminding us 
about the true spirit of giving so many 
forget during the holidays and get her 
a bed, as well. Sweet dreams.

A few weeks ago, my boss, MCN 
publisher Mike Wilcox, flagged me 
down as I was running out the office 
door, in a hurry to get to an assign¬ 
ment. 

“Hey, Carol!” I heard him say, 
and I screeched to a halt, thinking 
that if I had only been a little faster, 
I would have made it out the door. 

“What!?” My irritated reply-a 
trademark of mine which my co¬ 
workers have come to know all too 
well-was certain to convey my hur¬ 
ried condition. He told me he had a 
project for me to work on and would 
catch up to me later to give me the 
details. And as I left, grumbling 
about how the rookie reporter al¬ 
ways gets stuck with the projects no 
one else wants to do, I had no idea 
what Mike was about to give me. 

The truth is....he gave me a gift. 

In the beginning, the “gift” just 
sounded like a lot of work to fit into 
a short deadline. But it did not take 
long before I threw myself into this 
project, driving myself to work 
longer hours, struggling to convey to 
you, dear readers, the strength, 
courage and hope I found where I 
only expected to find hopelessness 
and despair. 

You must understand why this 


transformation in my attitude is 
shocking to me. You see, I’ve earned 
a reputation with my loved ones and 
those I work with as being....well, 
opinionated. High-maintenance. 
Difficult. 

While working on Christmas 
Wishes I met a homeless mother, 
Robin Claydon, who with her 4-year- 
old son was living in a hotel, and on 
the verge of losing her housing as¬ 
sistance. At one time, her story 
would have had me dusting off my 
soap box to preach about injustice 
and economic terrorism toward wo¬ 
men. But the mother, a strong, intel¬ 
ligent woman, could not inspire 
anger in me. Nor could she inspire 
pity. 

She could only convey hope. And 
it was a gift. 

“Yes,” I began to think, “we can 
help someone who is in the most 
dire situation I’ve ever known any¬ 
one to be in. We can make this bet¬ 
ter.” With no time for tears or 
tirades, I continued, working 
harder and later with each family I 
met. And I, the “impartial reporter,” 
threw all objectivity aside, and al¬ 
lowed myself to care about people I 
had never before met. And each, in 
return, gave me gifts without even 
knowing it. 

Brave and hopeful Leah Hall, 
long-time recipient of generous 
doses of abuse at the hand of her 


husband, convinced that after she 
gets on her feet again, she’ll be bet¬ 
ter off than she ever was, gave me 
the gift of a perpetual silver lining. 

Jenene Stanfield, so generous 
and loving, asked for a bed for her 
24- year-old grandson because he’d 
been sleeping on the floor since 
he’d moved in with her. Upon visit¬ 
ing this pair, the grandson, Jason, 
asked if I would like to see his room. 
I accepted the invitation, and after 
inspecting his tidy dwelling, peered 
across the hall, into his “Gram’s” 
room, and choked back a tear or two 
when I saw the blankets and pillows 
on the floor, which had served as 
her bed. And she never said a word 
about it. 

Jenene’s gift to me was a re¬ 
minder about the true spirit of giv¬ 
ing. 

And Cathy Dixon, who also wrote 
to ask for beds for her family, but 
failed to mention in her letter that 
her family had nearly no furniture, 
welcomed me into her home and of¬ 
fered me a cup of coffee and one of 
the only pieces of furniture she 
had-a white lawn chair. I declined 
and made myself comfortable on 
the living room floor with her chil¬ 
dren, and found myself in the best 
seat in the house, surrounded with 
energy and giggles. Cathy’s gift was 
a reminder that material goods are 
not the root of happiness. No, in¬ 


deed, that comes from within, and is 
to be shared with those you love. 

And Susan Seever, courageously 
battling her second bout with breast 
cancer, as well as a difficult divorce, 
wants nothing more than some time 
with her children. Struggling with 
each breath, she told me her story, 
confident that she’ll be basking in 
the Florida sun with her kids for 
spring break. Susan’s gift to me is 
proof that life is short, too short for 
anger and grudges and sweating the 
small stuff. And I had better make 
time to enjoy it. 

And as if these gifts weren’t 
enough, I found boundless gener¬ 
osity- from businesses who donated 
money and gifts, to staff members 
who worked tirelessly to make 
dreams come true. All I had to do 
was ask, on behalf of the families I 
had met, and suddenly, graciously, 
gifts appeared. 

I’ve heard that everything you 
give comes back to you. It’s only now 
that I believe it. No, the presents 
under my tree did not multiply, nor 
did the money in my checking ac¬ 
count. But I have re-discovered 
what I have. My precious son’s 
laughter may as well be diamonds 
and my modest home feels like a 
tiny castle. 

Thank you, ladies. God bless you 
all.

The letter begins with a simple 
request: 

“My name is Leah Hall. I have 
three boys, ages 14, 11 and 8. My 
wish is for them to have Christmas 
this year.” 

Hall told us that she had been 
working two jobs, waiting tables, 
until August when her father-in-law 
suffered a heart attack. The follow¬ 
ing day, her best friend’s daughter 
was killed in a car accident. 


In order to help take care of her 
father-in-law and support her 
best friend, she quit her jobs. Her 
husband, although disabled, 
worked part-time and agreed to 
support the family until the rough 
times were smoothed out. 

Hall did not know at the time that 
her husband would later contribute 
to the problems. Hall wrote: 

“On Nov. 18, my husband came 
home intoxicated and assaulted me 
and destroyed my home. Needless

to say, I had him arrested, which 
leaves me safe, but also in a terrible 
spot financially.” 

She said that although the family 
was struggling financially while she 
was not working, she never ex¬ 
pected that suddenly the family’s 
entire income would vanish. 

She says her husband of four 
years has had, off-and-on, problems 
with drinking and violence, and 
hopes that time in jail will save him, 
and possibly, their marriage. 
‘‘Maybe it’ll help,” Hall says. ‘‘This 
is the first time he’s admitted he 
needs help....I’m just glad he didn’t 
kill anyone, including me.” 

As much as Hall wishes some 
peace for her husband, she says he 
will need to prove himself and con¬ 
tinue to get help for a long time af¬ 
ter his release in order for her to 
consider taking him back into their 
home. 


Hall said fortunately, her chil¬ 
dren were not home the night her 
husband was arrested, but they cer¬ 
tainly know what kind of stress she’s 
under. Her oldest son was even re¬ 
luctant to ask for any Christmas pre¬ 
sents. With a bit of pride and amaze¬ 
ment, she told MCN that her son 
had told her he understood their fi¬ 
nancial troubles, and not to worry 
about him. 

In the meantime, Hall is now 
making lemonade of lemons. She’s 
enrolling in cosmetology school and 
on the day of her interview with 
MCN, she also had a job interview, 
and says she’s eager to get back to 
work. She writes: 

“I will be fabulous when this is 
said and done. But any assistance 
you can offer would be of great as¬ 
sistance to me and my boys. They 
are good boys and they deserve 
some happiness.” 

Quite frankly , Leah, we agree.

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Homeless mother and son seek apartment

The room at the Quality Inn was 
dark and quiet, and there was no 
evidence that two people lived 
there. But Robin Claydon and her 4- 
year-old son Michael, do indeed live 
there. 

Claydon explains that all they 
own, she was able to carry into the 
room, after having to leave the shel¬ 
ter for the homeless where she and 
Michael were staying only days be¬ 
fore our interview. 


We met Claydon when she wrote 
to us: 

All I wish for is to start next year 
out right. You see, this year was really 
tenible. 

At my place of employment, Clark 
gas station , I got robbed March 14th, 
and tied up and hurt pretty bad. After 
this I could barely cope with anything. 
I withdrew fivm everyone including 
my children. It got so bad for a while I 
lost my home and everything. 

She explains that the three men 
who robbed the gas station beat her 
badly, and she was so terrified that 


afterwards, she could not even al¬ 
low her three children to touch her. 

Because she was scheduled to re¬ 
port for her shift the day after the 
robbery, and did not, she was fired, 
despite the horror of the incident. 

She did not qualify for unemploy¬ 
ment, despite the fact that she had 
worked at several Clark stations 
during the previous 17 years, be¬ 
cause she had not accrued enough 
full-time weeks of employment in a 
row during the year before the rob¬ 
bery. 

With neither income nor where¬ 


withal to keep her life in order, she 
found herself homeless. She packed 
her belongings in a storage locker, 
but unable to pay the rent, every¬ 
thing but the clothes she was able to 
tote in a suitcase were sold. 

Her daughters do not live with 
her now. Her 19-year-old daughter, 
who is deaf, lives with her father 
and his girlfriend. Claydon said her 
daughter quit school only months 
before graduation, “because she 
was such a wreck.”

Claydon’s 17-year-old daughter 
joined Job Corps in Grand Rapids, 
and stays on campus there, where 
she has also earned her GED, and is 
enrolled in a certified nurse's aide 
program. 


Michael Claydon 

So, she and Michael have made 
do, staying at the Wayne County 
Family Shelter, until her time ran 
out. Claydon said she was terrified 
at the shelter because she was re¬ 
peatedly told that if she could not 
find somewhere to live, her son 
would be taken from her and placed 


in foster care, adding to her belief 
that the world had given up on her 
and her children. 

Claydon had managed to qualify 
for Section 8 housing assistance, 
which will temporarily allow her to 
live in motels, but it is not enough, 
she said to help her move into a 
permanent home, after adding on a 
security deposit and utilities. Mak¬ 
ing a difficult situation into a des¬ 
perate one, Claydon will lose her 
Section 8 assistance in one more 
week if she is unable to find a per¬ 
manent home. 

What she asked for was for her 
family to be together during the 
holidays-a nice dinner with her 
daughters and perhaps a gift or two 


for her children. Michael had only 
one request, despite having not 
even enough toys to fill a shoe box. 
He wanted a video tape, “Small Sol¬ 
diers,” to be specific, apparently 
unaware that he no longer had a 
VCR. 

But Claydon’s story left nary a dry 
eye at the MCN office, and imme¬ 
diately, General Manager Rita Be¬ 
dell took on the task of finding 
Claydon an apartment. Staff began 
pooling household goods from their 
own homes, and Christmas Wish co¬ 
ordinator Karen Beroff set out on 
the task of shopping, and gathering 
clothing suitable for Claydon to

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Granddaughter needs headstones

This time of year, children of all 
ages get a sort of “Christmas glow” 
about them, and visions of Nin- 
tendos (and other gift goodies) 
dance in their head. 

But 15-year-old Marceia Mays 
had a different kind of gift in mind 
when she wrote MCN: 

When I read your article [asking for 
people to send their Christmas wishes] 
in the “ Eyewitness" neivspaper, it 
brought tears to my eyes because I 
knew that you weie my last hope....In 
Jidy 1997, I lost my grandfather to 
prostate cancer. This came as a great 
loss to my mother and grandmother. 
Since my grandfathers insurance pol¬ 
icy was only worth $2,000, we had a 
hard time burying him, and we were 
unable to buy him a headstone, but 
nine months later, we experienced an¬ 
other tragic loss. My uncle was killed a 
day before his birthday in a tenible car 
accident by a dmnk driver. The money 
my mother had saved had to go toivard 
my uncle s funeral. 

And Marceia’s mother, Cecelia, 
said it is difficult to establish a sav¬ 
ings while she supports her three 
children on a $7 per hour job. 

Mays said her grandmother, who 
already suffered with respiratory

Some Christmas wishes MCN re¬ 
ceived were less specific than 
others. When Mary Motley wrote 
her letter, she knew she needed 
help; she just wasn’t sure what kind 
of help she needed. 

“I would like to put in a request 
for any kind of help possible,” she 
wrote. The single mother of two 
boys, Joshua, 12, and Jason, 10, told 
MCN how she’d been struggling 
since 1995 when she had to go on 
disability assistance due to an onset 
of seizures. 

“I used to work as a CNA (nursing 
assistant) years ago,” Motley wrote. 
“As of the fall of 1995, I developed a 
sudden onset of seizures. Doctors 
aren’t sure if it was a nutrition defi¬ 
ciency or a head trauma from when 
I was beat for 7 years from the kids’ 
dad back when we were married.” 

Today, she tries to get by without 
child support from her sons' father, 
but has fallen behind on her bills 
and rarely finds any money left over 
in her budget for extras, such as 
Christmas presents. 

Her financial situation is further 
complicated, she said, by mounting 
medical bills, not only in associa¬ 


tion with her daily seizures, but also 
with her cervical cancer, which she 
now struggles with. 

Top it off, she said, with non-stop 
troubles with her 1988 Ford Escort. 

While she had originally written 
MCN asking for a headstone and a 
trip to her son’s grave in San Diego, 
Calif.--her toddler son passed away 
in 1991 after being severely burned 
by a hot cup of coffee--she said her 
practical side made her reconsider. 

“I have to do what’s best to take 
care of myself and my sons today,” 
she said, knowing that she will be 
reunited with her baby in Heaven. 

So, she decided instead to ask for 
a fantastic Christmas for her surviv¬ 
ing sons, who are crazy about fash¬ 
ion gym shoes and remote- control 
cars, as are most boys their age. “It 
was easier,” she said, “when they 
were younger because I could head 
right to Payless.” She proudly tells 
us about Joshua, who’s on the honor 
roll, earning nearly all A’s, and 
Jason, also a very good student, who 
has not yet been on the honor roll. 

What makes her even more 
proud, she said, is her sons’ involve¬ 
ment in their church. And as a fam¬ 
ily, with the help of God, she knows 
all will be well.

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Mother faces bone marrow transplant

When Susan Seever’s best friend 
wrote to MCN, she told us a story 
about courage, fear and frustration. 

“I am writing to ask for a ‘Special 
Christmas Wish' for a courageous 
mother of four who has faced and 
overcome breast cancer twice in the 
past four years....In July, after her 
last Chemotherapy, she was told the 
cancer has metastasized to other 
parts of her body. After a series of 
testing by the doctors at the Bar¬ 


bara Karmanos Cancer Institute in 
Detroit it was determined that a 
bone marrow transplant was the 
only alternative,” wrote Seever’s 
friend, Anna Stidham. 

Adding to the difficulties Seever 
faces is a difficult divorce, which is 
still pending, which has included a 
custody battle over her two youn¬ 
gest children, her twin sons Steven 
and Phillip. Seever was awarded 
custody of the boys, but the battle, 
she said, has taken its toll on her 
and her family. 

In the midst of her chemotherapy 


and custody battle, the home Seever 
was renting was sold, and she had to 
move suddenly. 

Seever says that between the 
trips to her doctors, the time and 
effort involved in the custody case, 
and her move has left her and her 
children in a state of constant mo¬ 
tion, and what she wants more than 
anything is some time with her fam¬ 
ily, away from the pressures and 
stress they've faced over the past 
year. 

The bone mairow transplant is 
scheduled for after the first of the year 


and she is busy getting settled into 
their new home. She will return to 
work for a few weeks and go on medi¬ 
cal leave just a week or two before 
Christmas to prepare for the trans¬ 
plant. 

We have been friends for over 20 
years and she is like a sister to me. As 
we were talking the other evening I 
asked her, ‘Tfyou could have any wish 
for Christmas what would it be?” Her 
response was, <( Time with my chil¬ 
dren” She explained that with all the
